Seattle, Wash. —- Wrangell Island, 
rife in story of tragedy and of u nfin­ 
ished projects, has attained the statu s 
of a Ru ssian possession, to be ex ­ 
plored and ex ploited, according to dis­ 
patches which the sov iet gov ernment 
has allowed to reach 
the western 
world. 
1 he first white man to sight Wran 
gell Island, so far as recorded, was 
Captain Kellett of the British ship 
Herald, in 18 49 . 
He didn't land. 
He 
thou ght the island, which is 7 0 mlleo 
long and 35 miles wide and which lies 
110 miles north of Siberlu and 300 
west of the latitu de of Bering strait, 
was part of an arctic continent that 
has been prov ed nonex istent. 
A small island In that v icinity was 
named after hL* v essel. 
On Herald 
island the Stars and Stripes recently 
was hoisted by Capt, Lou is Lane, mas­ 
ter of the gasoline schooner Herman, 
after he had made a v ain attem pt to 
reach Wrangell island. 
Interest In Wrangell Island appar­ 
ently dates back to 18 23, when nativ e* 
reported su ch an island to Admiral 
Baron Ferdinand Petrov ich v on W ran­ 
gell, a Ru ssian gov ernor of Alaska. 
Baron Wrangell tried v ainly to reach 
the island. 
From Kellett’s time the Island was 
cu lled 
Kellett 
u ntil 
Capt. 
Thomas 
Long of the whaling bark Nile, ou t of 
New London, Conn., happened arou nd • 
there in Au gu st. 1807 . 
He also failed 
to land, bu t he clearly saw and de­ 
lineated 
the shores, which for the 
most part are banked by masses of ice 
that come and go. He called it Wran­ 
gell island, after the baron, whose 
cognomen Is scattered arou nd sou th­ 
eastern Alaska, and the name stu ck. 
The first recorded landing on the 
island was by a party from the United 
States rev enu e cu tter Corwin, Au gu st 
12, 1881. 
Spend Nineteen Day s on Island 
The nex t y ear a party from the 
Rodgers of the United States nav y 
spent 19 day s on Wrangell island. 
In 
19 13 
Vllhjalmu r 
Stefansson, 
heading an ex pedition for Canada to 
ex plore lands and waters of North 
America, went from Seattle v ia Nome 
into the Arctic ocean in the Karlu k, a 
250-ton steamer. 
The m aster of the 
Karlu k was Capt. Robert A. Bartlett, 
master of the steamer Roosev elt In 
which Robert A. Peary went north to 
reach the pole In 1909. 
The Karlu k was cau ght in the Ice 
near Point Barrow, Alaska, and on 
September 20 Stefansson led a hu nting 
party ashore ov er the frozen ocean. 
He nev er saw the Karlu k again. 
She 
was carried westward in the ice. 
John Hadley , a British nav igator, 
one of the crew, is among those who 
hav e told the story . 
When the ice be­ 
gan to squ eeze and crack the v essel, 
the captain gav e orders to abandon 
her. 
This was 60 miles north of Her­ 
ald Island. 
The crew made camp on 
the ice. 
Ten day s later Captain B arrett sent 
the first and second mates and two 
seamen to Wrangell island to cache 
prov isions. 
This party camped on the 
Ice near the island, waiting for a piece 
of water to freeze ov er so they cou ld 
go ashore. 
The Ice carried them into 
eternity . 
On March 12 Captain Bartlett su c­ 
ceeded in landing the rest of his party 
on Wrangell island. 
Six day s later 
he left ov er the Ice for Siberia, accom­ 
panied only by an Eskimo. 
Stefansson, bereft of his v essel, had 
tu rned his energies to prov ing that 
men 
cou ld 
trav el 
sev eral 
hu ndred 
miles ov er the su rface of the arctic, 
liv ing on the ice and killing seals for 
food and fu el. 
He led his party to 
safety . 
Stefansson 
considered 
that 
Great 
Britain had a good claim on Wrangell 
island, which he predicted wou ld prov e 
an inv alu able station for aerial trans­ 
portation. 
Another 
ex pedition, 
promoted 
by 
Stefansson, was led to the island In 
| 1021 by Alan Crawford, y ou ng son of 
; a Toronto professor. 
Lands on Island. 
The nex t su mmer Capt. Joe Bernard 
j of Nome, in the gasoline schooner Ted- 
I dy Bear, tried to reach Wrangell Island 
1 with prov isions for the colony . 
Ice 


j ex tended so far from the island that 
he did not come within sight of It. 
The following su mmer, 1923. Harold 
Nolce, a y ou ng Scotchman, led a party 
to the island In the gasoline schooner 
Donaldson. 
Last su mmer sev eral efforts were 
made by American and Canadian v es­ 
sels to reach Wrangell island, bu t the 
Ice was the worst that old-time north- 
j erndrs had known, and all attem pts 
! failed. 
It was left for a sov iet army trons- 
j port, the Krasny Oktlbr (Red October) 
I to make her way u p the eastern coast 
\ of Siberia from Petropav lov sk, thread 
Bering strait and, pressing throu gh 
j the Ice, reach the Island Au gu st 20, 
: 19 24. 
She hoisted.the Ru ssian flag.

seabo ards, the Great Lakes and the 
Gulf o f Mex ico . 
Few peo ple, ev en amo ng tho se well 
Info rmed In su ch matters, co uld name 
the first six teen po rts o f the United 
States In the o rder o f their Impo rtance 
o r ev en tell which were the first fiv e. 
New Yo rk o f co urse easily do mi­ 
nates all o ther po rts, altho ug h the pro ­ 
po rtio n o f the co mmerce o f the co un­ 
try which passes in and o ut o f the 
Narro ws is no t g enerally realized, To ­ 
day so me 5 2 per cent o f the fo reig n 
trade o f the co untry Is handled In New 
Yo rk harbo r. The seco nd po rt o f the 
United States, bo th as reg ards its to n- 
nug e and the v alue o f Its shipping Is 
New Orleans. The city at the entrance 
to the Mississippi river natu rally takes 
to ll o n the immense vo lu me o f ship­ 
ping which parses do wn this valiey to 
the Gu lf o f Mexico . 
It will co me as a su rprise to learn 
that the third po rt In the United Stales 
in po int o f to nnage is Po rt Arthu r.

It is interesting to 
find Lo s Angeles Is next o n the list. 
Altho u gh Lo s Angeles Is Cnltfo rpfn’s 
largest city It is 20 miles Inland , and 
has no natu ral harbo r.

Bisho p Overs o f Liberia, who , as a 
yo u ng missio nary explo rer entered Af­ 
rican fo rests where the face o f a white 
man had never befo re been seen, anil 
fo r 30 years braved the perils and 
hardships o f life amo ng the savages, 
wlilie a gu est at Ho tel Pennsylvania. 
New Yo rk, recently related the sto ry 
o f ho w he Was o nce made a chieftain 
by a tribe o f Africans, says the No w 
Yo rk Times. 
“Few white men in all time have ex­ 
perienced the ceremo ny and ceceived 
the ho no r o f African chieftainship,” 
said Bisho p Overs. 
“Henry M. Stan­ 
ley, the great explo rer, was made an 
African chief, and a member o f the 
British parliament was made a chief, 
becau se o f what he had do ne fo r the 
African in England. 
Bu t certainly I 
never anticipated that the ho no r wo u ld 
co me to me. 
“One mo rning I received a call fro m 
the king to appear befo re the co u ncil 
o f chiefs. When I went to answer the 
call I fo u nd the king seated o n his 
thro ne dressed In his gau diest co stu me, 
and the chiefs aro u nd also In gala at­ 
tire. 


“I was taken to a bo x in fro nt o f the 
thro ne. The king then to ld me ho w 
mu ch the chiefs and the peo ple appre­ 
ciated what we had do ne fo r them, and 
the o nly thing In the way o f reward 
that they co u ld give me was the ho no r 
o f chieftainship. They to ld me that if 
I wo u ld express my willingness to be 
made a chief they wo u ld co nfer this 
iio no r u po n me. 
“I had no t the slightest idea o f what 
it means to he an African chief o r o f 
the ceremo nies thro u gh which I wo u ld 
have to pass, bu t I determined that as 
I bad taken so many chances in Africa, 
and had co me thro u gh all right, I wo u ld 
accept the o ffer. 
“One o f the ceremo nies 
thro u gh 
which 1 pu ssed was the ceremo ny Iff 
blo o d bro therho o d. 
Blo o d was taken 
fro m my arm and also fro m the arm o f 
the king. 
In a mo st Impressive man­ 
ner and with mu ch ritu alistic cere­ 
mo ny the blo o d was mixed, and thu s 
the white man was made a blo o d 
bro ther to the African. 
“In ano ther ceremo ny the green 
liqu id fro m an herb was sprinkled o n 
the head and face o f the king u nd each 
chief, and was then sprinkled o ver my 
head and face. The king explained that 
this green liqu id was kno wn fo r Its 
healing qu alities and said that its u se 
was to impress the white man that as 
a chief he mu st always be a healer o f 
wo u nds and a settler o f dispu tes. 
“After vario u s o ther symbo lic cere­ 


mo nies a scarf, stamp« « ! with the mix ed 
blo o d o f the king and the white man 
and sprinkled with the liqu ids they hmd 
o sed In the vario u s ceremo nies, was 
placed u po n my head and finally taken 
o ff and placed o n my left sho ulder, 
where It Is always wo rn by the chiefs. 
“So I was made chief o f the tribe 
and, as su ch, a man o f po wer amo ng 
them. 
I was listened to with a g reat 
deal mo re deference w’ben I preached a 
sermo n, o r addri^sed a meeting o r sat 
aa a chief in co u ncil. I to o k adv antag e 
o f every o ppo rtu nity in bring ing all 
the tribe in to u ch with the hig her 
thing s o f life.**
